France Opposes 
Byrnes’ Program 
For Germany 


(B U L L E T IN ) 
STUTTGART, Sept, 6 —(INS.* — 
U. S. Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes today set forth America s 
plan for economic and geographi­ 
cal unification oi Germany, arous­ 
ing an immediate storm of protest 
in France, 
In a lengthy broadcast address 
demanding abolition of the zonal 
system and full return of govern­ 
mental functions to the Germ ans1 
themselves, Byrnes placed upon the 
record the means by which he be­ 
lieves 
Germany can

The British press generally fa­ 
vored his recommendations, but as 
expected the French were highly 
dissatisfied.

* works. Such a program would merely drain away men and m aterials re­ 
quired for essential civilian production. It would interfere serioush with 
the attem pt to mee' ’he housing shortage. D am 1 and power .stations would 
’ use m en w ith the sam e skills and the sam e type of m aterials required 
.to construct new riwel 1 inas. 
T he only excuse for m aking the authorizations now is to h a te 
-read y a backlog of approved projects which the governm ent can under - 
’ rake in periods oi economic depression and large-scale unem ploym ent. 
This backlog already is of enormous size. Mi 
T ru m an estim ates that it 
’ would 'ake 35 years, at the 1947 appropriation rate, to bring to c o m p le ­ 
xion ail the river and harbor projects now authorized. 
A few of these m ay or needed now. Bu* the great m ajority should 
be by all m eans deferred until inflationary pressures dim inish, until 
there is a lesser dem and lor labor and m aterials, and until the govern­

This one contained the one dollar 
bill and four pages from the Bible— 
to aid Hoffman in conquering what 
the lady termed **thp ovcnvhaiming 
strength of the devil who is the 
author of all wrongs.” 
And there was a picture postcard 
from Atlantic City—signed amen. 
This one was addressed to the 
judge himself and it read: 
“Excellency — One hundred 
and 
forty million people are watching 
the 
result 
of 
that 
unfortunate 
m an’s case. Let he who is without 
sin cast the first stone.” 
Hoffman had been convicted two 
weeks ago before Judce Tumolillo 
and as he stood at the bar awaiting 
sentence, he forwarded to the jurist, 
a single-page pencilled letter ask­ 
ing that he be given a life sentence. ; 
After reading the letter. Judge ! 
Tumolillo ordered a mental exam- I 
inaiion for Hoffman.

bnmediate beneficiaries of the re­ 
cent veterans’ amendment to the 
Social Security Act are the sur­ 
vivors of World War II veterans 
who died as the result of causes not 
connected with their military serv­ 
ice and before the date on which 
the amendment became law, Ed­ 
ward J. Sinder. manager of the 
New Castle office o f the Social Se­ 
curity Administration said today. 
Mr. Sinder explained that the new 
si^tion of the act provides for the 
payment of monthly 
benefit-s 
to 
f'. 
qualified survivors of i^eterans who 
die within three years of their dis- 
^ 
charge under conditions other than 
dishonorable and whose dependents 
are not qualified to receive com­ 
pensation or pensions 
from 
the 
Veteran.s Administration. National 
Service Life Insurance is not in­ 
cluded in compensation oi pensions. 
In the case of such veterans who 
died before the enactment of the 
new amendment, the measure pro­ 
vides for monthly benefits retro­ 
active to the date of the veteran’s 
death if the survivors file their 
benefit claims with the nearest of­ 
fice of the Social Security Admin- 
Lstration before midnight February 
10. 1947. Of course, monthly bene­ 
fits other than retroactiv’e are pay­ 
able on claims filed at any time 
by qualified persons. 
Greater Benefits 
In cases where survivor.« of vet­ 
erans who ^qualify under the new 
amendment already have filed claim 
for ‘monthly benefits e^hrned by the 
veterans under the old-age ar.d .sur­ 
vivors iasurance program of the 
So(:ial Security Adnhni.straiion. it is 
po.«sible that the provisions oi the 
new measure will provide greater 
benefitvS than those earned by the 
veteran. These survivors are in­ 
cluded in the immediate potential 
beneficiarie.«. Mr. Sinder said, and 
.«»hould apply to the field office of 
' the Social Security Administration. 
The 
same applies. Mr 
Sindei 
added, to survivors who have filed 
claim for lump-sum benefits under 
the old-age and survivors insurance 
program on a qualified veteran's 
account. Tlic new amendment may 
make them 
eligible for 
monthly 
benefit payments, or it may increase 
the amount of the lump-sum bene­ 
fit. Ill the latter case, they will 
receive the difference between the 
luni]j sum they received and the 
larger amount they are eligible for 
under the new amendment, if they 
apply at the office of the Social 
.Se'Curity Administration. 
'‘As in the ca.se of all other per- 
.sons qualified for social .security 
benefits, families of deceased veter­ 
ans to whom this new section of the

should come to our office to file 
iheir benefit claims as soon as pos­ 
sible. ’ Mr. Sinder said.

He listed 
them as: 
Widow, aged 65 or over. She will 
received monthly benefits for life, or 
until she remarries.

Widows of any age with young de­ 
pendent 
children of the 
insured 
veteran in their care. They vtill re- | 
ceive monthly benefits until they 
remarry or until the youngest child 
reaches 18. If the widow' does not 
remarr.v, she may file again for 
benefits at age 65. 
Aged, dependent parents of the

Janu.ary 1, 1947, such parents may 
receive benefits even thopgh the 
w^age earner is survived by a widow 
or child under 18 if the widow or 
child can never bi^come eligible for 
i benefits.

' remarries. * 
In the ab.>>cncc oi any person im­ 
mediately eligible for monthly bene­

Om ar N. Bradley called Thursday 
for an

program.

affairs and wartime commander of 
the First Army, declared at the n a ­ 
tional encampment of the Veter­ 
ans of Foreign Wars that chiselers 
must be eliminated. 
Gen. Bradley said: 
“The best incentive that can be 
given industry in the establishment 
Of these courses for veterans in need 
ot training is to assure them an j 
airtight program, freed from the 
danger of trouble. 
“If we can clean out the chisel­ 
ers and make the program safe lor 
the honest employer. I have no fear 
th a t we shall find ourselves short 
of quality courses. 
The honest em ­ 
ployer need not have the fear he 
is cheating the treasury or conspir­ 
ing with the veteran to raise his 
own taxes through payment of a 
back-door bonus. 
And the veteran 
can enroll for training in dignitv 
without subjecting himself to the 
charges of having accepted a dole 
or a form of truck bonus." 
Gen. Bradley said that if 
any 
further changes are needed they 
will become obvious after the law. 
as recently amended, has been tried 
out.
